AN ACT relating to: reimbursement rates for behavioral treatment services

under the Medical Assistance program.

Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

This bill increases the reimbursement rates for behavioral treatment services
related to autism under the Medical Assistance program by 25 percent.  The Medical
Assistance program is a joint federal and state program that provides health services
to individuals who have limited financial resources.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do
enact as follows:

SECTION 1.0Nonstatutory provisions.

(1)  BEHAVIORAL TREATMENT RATE INCREASE.  The department of health services

shall increase reimbursement rates for behavioral treatment services related to

autism under the Medical Assistance program by 25 percent.
